m em ber of the legal profession to h an g o u t 
his shingle in th e M etropolis, of th e Lakes, 
then a little village, under the sheltering 
walls of F o rt D earborn, 
lie soon m ade a 
reputation in 
his 
profession, and was 
elected District A ttorney for N orthern Illi­ 
nois. 
In 1838 he rem oved to Iowa, then a 
Territory, and for fifty years ranked with 
the ablest law yers and jurists o f th at State, 
and acq u ire! great w ealth from his profes­ 
sion. 
In later years Judge G rant has invested 
extensively in m ines and lands, and en­ 
gaged in stock breeding. 
H e has at the

brow, a lifting of the head, a slight m ove­ 
m ent of hand and forearm , and occasion­ 
ally a gentle lifting of the arm s. 
T he Pa­ 
vilion is altogether too spacious and loftv 
a structure for a concert, and the presence 
of a vast congregation of people does not 
tend to secure the quiet so indispensable in 
concert. 
Som e of the softer passages played 
were lost, save upon the few close to the 
m usic stand. 
T he gems of instrum enta­ 
tion were the overture front “ W illiam 
Tell,” the cornet solo by W alter Rogers, 
and “ Liszt H ungarian llhapsodie No. 2." 
These were exquisitely played—so, indeed, 
were all the num bers, but these were the 
chief for rich harm ony and fine execution. 
T he descriptive piece, “ Rem iniscences of 
the V eteran F irem en," was spirited and 
full of dram atic vigor and effects. 
The 
solos of Miss H ortense Pierse were well re­ 
ceived. The* lady, however, sang at im ­ 
m ense disadvantage in such a spacious 
structure and against th e 
irrepressible 
m ovem ents of such a vast 
concourse, 
seven-tenths of w hich had to stand, and 
would, 
therefore, 
n aturally 
m ake 
considerable 
noise. 
Miss 
Pierse has a 
voice of great sweetness and of sym pa­ 
thetic quality. She sings w ith th at feeling 
and expression th at characterizes dram atic 
singing. 
She has her voice under adm ira­ 
ble control and m anages 
it w ith great 
skill. 
T hat, despite the obstacles she en­ 
countered, won the people, was evident 
from the heartiness w ith which she was 
encored, and the spirit w ith w hich she was 
recalled. 
T he piano solo of Mr. Glose was 
not heard th irty feet away, and it is im ­ 
possible to speak of it on its m erits, be­ 
cause they could not be determ ined under 
the circum stances. 
As a whole th e concert 
was a great success. 
The band as a m usi­ 
cal organization is one of th : very best in 
existence, and probably not one in the 
world is under better discipline, m usically 
and otherw ise. 
Such bands are very few, 
indeed. 
B oth Cappa and Miss Pierse have 
every reason to be gratified by the w arm th 
of the indorsem ent th e vast audience gave 
them .

A rrangem ents have been com pleted for 
m aking a full an d fine display of Califor­ 
nia products at St, Louis on the occasion of 
the E ncam pm ent of '.lie G rand A rm y o f 
the Republic. 
Jo h n P. Irish was elected tem poraiy 
Chairm an. 
Resolutions in respeid to the m em ory of 
th e lale G overnor B artlett were adopted. 
In his opening address Mr. Irish said 
the m em bers of the press were m et to­ 
gether to see if they could work w ithout 
jealousy or antagonism to build up the 
great resources of the Stale, w hich were 
so varied that different sections were good 
for grain, others for grapes, and others for 
olives : and it was the d uty of the repre­ 
sentatives of the press to rem em ber ¡hut it 
was ail California, and th at in helping 
aiong one section the w hole favored land is 
helped. 
In conclusion, he welcom ed the 
m em bers of the Convention to San F ran ­ 
cisco, and hoped that the m eeting would 
bind them in closer union th an heretofore. 
W . H . Barnes was elected tem porary 
Secretary, and delivered an address on the 
'■Relations of the City Press to the Growth 
of th e Slate.” 
H e com pared the city press 
and the 
State to the Siam ese tw ins— 
the grow th of one heing necessary to the 
grow th of the other. 
T he country press he 
believed, however, essential to the growth 
of the State. 
L. M. H olt, of Riverside, addressed the 
Convention on “ How Best to A dvertise the 
Advantages and Resources of C alifornia.” 
H e believed the editors of the State should 
come together and devise som e plan by 
w hich they m ight harm oniously advertise 
the State as a whole. 
Southern California 
had been brought into prom inence and set­ 
tled up by judicious advertising through 
the press. 
H e suggested th at the Slate 
Board of Trade should cause to have ishued 
special editions of country newspapers, and 
should distribute them am ong passengers 
on incom ing trains, in order that strangers 
m ight easily become acquainted w ith the 
resources of the State. 
lu answ er to a-uuestion as to w hat cause 
could be accredited th e w onderful increase 
in the value of Southern California lands, 
Mr. H olt said he had know n of an orange 
orchard of six acres w hich paid $9,000 in 
one year, the oranges beine sold on the 
trees. 
President H atch called attention to the 
lack of hospitality in N orthern and Cen­ 
tral California, as com pared w ith that 
show n strangers in the southern counties. 
Mr. A dam s believed that the great secret 
of success of Southern C alifornia lay in the 
fact th at local new spapers believed in the 
resources and advantages of the country in 
their im m ediate vicinity.

All the uniting of efforts by the colonies 
until a compact of

was 
formed, was but fragile

The Committees on Transportation, ap- 
poinled at the meetings of the State officers 
and emj .oyes and at the citizens’ meeting, 
heid on Tuesday, waited upon Division 
Superintendent W right, of the Southern 
i'aciiic Company, yesterday, to see w hat 
arrangements could be made for a reduced 
rate of fare for those goina from this city 
to San Francisco to attend the funeral of 
the late Chief Magistrate. Mr. W right, in 
acco rdant with the request, stated that 
tickets would be furnished for the round 
triji at the rate of $3 60 each, good for any 
train to-morrow morning ; provided, how­ 
ever, that the entire party go on the sarne 
train. T: ketsgood for return by any train of 
Friday evening or Saturday. They will be 
ready at the ticket office to-morrow m orn­ 
ing. TheC o’clock train will doubtless be 
selected as that by which the party will go 
down, as it is certain to leave on time. 
\n adjourned meeting of State officers 
ami attaches was held in the Supreme 
Court-room at the Capitol yesterday after­ 
noon. The Committee on Transportation 
reported the arrangement made with Su­ 
perintendent W right, and it was decided to 
leave for 'a n Francisco at C a. m. to-mor­ 
row. 
The Committee on Badges was instruct­ 
ed to procure a sufficient supply of such as 
they deemed best, and have them at the 
train or | .ace of meeting in San Francisco. 
General H. I’. Davidson was appointed 
Marshal, with power to appoint such aids 
as ’he may deem necessary. The Palace 
Hotel in San Francisco was selected as the 
place of meeting to-morrow, at the hour of 
10:15 \ . x . It was announced that those 
intending to forward tlowers might do so 
in rare of W. D. English, Pioneer Hall.

Mayor Gregory has issued a request to 
the business men of Sacramento that they 
close their establishments from 11 a. m. to 
1 1-. m., while the funeral is taking place. 
Postmaster Stephens has received a.dis- 
patch from Win. Dull Haynie, Acting First 
Assistant Postmaster-General at Washing­ 
ton, directing that, as a token ol respect for 
Governor Harriett, the Postoffice in this 
city observe Sunday hours to-morrow, and 
only be open from 12 m. to 1 r. m. 
It will he remembered that Governor 
Waterman in his proclamation, published 
in the 
E ecord-I'sion yesterday, says: 
"Therefore, I can recommend that on the 
day of his funeral all business be suspended 
ihrbughout the State, allStateoffiees closed, 
tfS-gs displayed on all public and private 
buiMings. the State Capitol be appropriately 
decorated it: the emblems of mourning, 
aud that the people unite in such places to 
them r :ay ■-eem best, for the purpose of 
expressing in as tender a manner a- possi­ 
ble thJTr sa! feelings at the great calamity 
that has befallen the State.’’ 
The State Capitol has been draped in 
m ourning c a very handsome manner, 
and the i.. urning will remain for thirty 
days. 
Each of the State Departments will send 
an appropriate floral tribute to be placed 
near the coffin of the deceased Governor. 
That from the office of th<* Secretary of 
State will be a representation of the great 
seal of State. 
Hrigadier-General Carey, of the Fourth 
brigade, has ordered his stall' to appear in 
fui! drcs- uniform, dismounted, at the Pal­ 
ace Hotel tomorrow at 10 a. m , to attend 
the funeral.

F a ta l A ccident. 
About o lock yesterday afternoon t 'has. 
Kytie, a y, —g man about 22 years of age, 
r- ding » i;h his parents at 1110 Q street, 
was ae dentally killed near the railroad 
foundry. 
He was employed as a painter at 
the railroad walks, and had secured a iay- 
olT for the afternoon, having promised his 
mother that he would be home at 3 o’clock. 
Some passenger cars add a baggage car were 
being swi: hed from one track to another, 
and, thinking he would ride as far as they 
went in the direction he was going, he at­ 
tempted to urnp upon one of them. Un- 
fonunate'y he caught hold of the guard 
rail with ¡he wrong hand, and was unable 
to get on ri.e step. 
Bystanders saw that he 
was in danger and called to him to let go. 
Apparently he was afraid to do so. In a 
few seconds he fell, was dragged a little 
distance, and when he let go he went be­ 
neath the wheels and was instantly killed. 
One of the wheels passed over his forehead 
nearly cutting the upper portion of his 
head off. and he was otherwise mangled. 


N kst to th e H ospital.—Walter Segar, 
who was knocked from the sidewalk on K 
street, between Third 
and Fourth, by 
H arry Soldán els Tuesday evening, because 
of his having broken an electric battery, 
and was rendered insensible in conse 
qitence of his head striking the cobbles 
with great violence, recovered conscious­ 
ness at the receiving hospital about 5 
o’clock yesterday morning, and then im 
proved in condition very last. At noon he 
wus sufficiently recovered to be sent to the 
County Hospital, but was complaining of a 
terrible headache, which was quite natu 
ral, as the result of the spree he was enjoy­ 
ing when he got into trouble as well as the 
injury to his head. 
He has no recollection 
of having had anything to do with the 
electric battery, and no knowledge of the 
m anner in which he received his hurt, but 
feels as if he had been struck by lightning.

The New York Veteran Firemen arrived 
yesterday at 11:45, two and a half hours be­ 
hind time, owing to the heaviness of their 
train. They were received at the depot by 
an immense concourse of people. In line 
along the platform were the city officials, 
Exempt Firemen, Cadet Corps, General Re 
ception Committee, Ladies’ Reception Com­ 
m ittee and Hussar full baud. The guests 
were soon in line with their handsome 
double-decker 
hand engine “Veteran.” 
The ladies were disposed in carriages, and 
the line of march taken up through the 
principal streets. Cappa’s famous Seventh 
Regiment Band moved at the head of the 
New York firemen’s division. The whole 
line was under the direction of Grand M ar­ 
shal S. S. Nixon and the general super­ 
vision of the Reception Committee, with 
George W . Chesley at its head, aided by 
President Meichoir, of the Exempts, and 
two-score willing citizens who acted by ap­ 
pointment of the Exempts. 
All along the line of march was an im ­ 
mense concourse ol citizens, and every­ 
where the Yets in their red shirts, buff 
pantaloons and leather hats were warmly 
greeted.

Exempt Fire­ 
men of Sacramento (SO in number), the 
Reception Committee of Citizens, Mayor 
Gregory and A. Heilbron in a carriage, 
Cappa's Band, Veteran Firemen of New 
York, carriages with ladies and guests, Col­ 
onel McNassar’s carriage, R. J .'

W. P. Coleman’s carriage, Laffer- 
ty’s open omnibus, Mr. A itken’s carriage, 
Mrs. Merkley’s wagonette, Mr. I-eitch’s 
open omnibus, Albert Leonard's carriage, 
Supervisor Tebbets' carriage, Mrs. H ub­ 
bard's cart, hacks, buggies and carriages 
generally. 
The procession brought up at Armory 
Hall, where the guests were soon seated at 
four long tables, presided over by Hon. 
Grove L. Johnson, Toast Master; Mayor 
Eugene J. Gregory, Hon. Newton Booth, 
Hon. H. M. La Rue, Hon. Chris. Green. 
All the Reception Committee and Exempts 
waited upon the guests with closest atten­ 
tion to their comfoit.

TUE CHICAGO AJi AKCHI.STs TO BE 


HANGED. 


A m erican J u stic e Scores a Trium ph 
—A W a rn in g to E nem ies o f 
A m erican Institutions. 


[SPECIAL PISPATl HES TO TT1I; P.HOKD-UMON. I 


O ttawa (111.), September 11th.—The Su­ 
preme Court this morning delivered an 
opinion in the Anarchists’ case, affirming 
the judgm ent of the Court below. The ex­ 
ecutions are to take place November 11th, 
bet ween 9 and 1 o’clock. 
The opinion is by Magruder, and says: 
“ In this case the judgment of the Court 
below is affirmed as to all and each and 
every one of the defendants.” 
Au opinion has been prepared setting 
forth the reasons ol the affirmation of the 
judgm ent. The opinion is now handed to 
the Clerk to be filed. Judge Sheldon an­ 
nounced that he concurred in the opinion. 
Judge Muikev said: “ W hile I agree in 
the opinion, and also the general views of 
the Court, I do not Irish to be understood 
as bolding that the record is free from 
errors, for I do not think it is. Hut none 
of the errors complained of, in my opinion, 
were of such a serious character as required 
a reversal of the judgm ent.” 
Judge Sheldon said : “ In this case the 
Court orders that the sentence ot the Supe­ 
rior Court of Cook county of the defend­ 
ants iu the indictm ent—August 
Spies, 
Samuel Fielden, It. Parsons, Adolph Fisch­ 
er, Kngel aud Louis I.ingg—be carried into 
eiiect by the Sheriff of the county on the 
11th day of November next, on Friday. 
The judgm ent of the Court was unani­ 
mous. The opinion is an able interpreta­ 
tion of the law and previous interpreta­ 
tions thereof by eminent jurists in this 
country, as well as of foreign Courts, bear­ 
ing upon the alleged and perhaps real er­ 
rors in this record. In his work he was 
ably helped by each of the other six dis­ 
tinguished Judges, who made hint spokes­ 
man and through him expressed iheir 
unanim ous decision. The opinion covers 
295 pages of closely-written manuscript. 
THE SCENE IN COURT. 
• 
Chicago, September 14th.—The hnibj 
News' Ottawa special says: At 9:30 this 
morning Justice Magruder began the an­ 
nouncement of the decision in the Anarch­ 
ist case. Just before the opening of Court 
everyone sbemed to have a feeling that 
something was going to happen. Before 
t he hour for con vetting the Court the law­ 
yers and reporters seemed to have that feel­ 
ing, and conversed with each other in sub­ 
dued tones. Even Barker, the janitor, wiio 
has waited upon every Justice of the Su­ 
preme Court that has sat on the bench in 
Ottawa, tip toed around in the opening and 
dusting of the Coftrt-room as ii' he were 
afraid of breaking the deathly silence that 
prevailed in the entire building. Deputy 
Smith faltered and his voice trembled as he 
pronounced that “ H ear y e !” 
As the Justices tiled into the Court-room, 
headed by Chief Justice Sheldon, they ap­ 
peared more dignified than ever. The Chief 
Justice waved his associates to their seats 
even more stately, and his nod to the 
Sheriff was moré stiff, and his “ Open 
C ourt!” less audible than on previous days 
of the term. Justice Magruder appeared 
flushed and nervous as he entered the 
Court-room, the cause of which was evi­ 
dent. A few minutes later, when Chief 
Justice Sheldon turned to him, and in a 
voice which would have been inaudible 
save for the deathly stillness which per­ 
vaded the room, said, “ Justice Magruder, 
have you any announcements to m ake?” 
The flushed appearance of the Justice 
changed to one of pallor, and his voice was 
husky as he said : “ In the case of Spies 
and other against the people ot the State of 
Illinois—No. .59, Advisement Docket.” 
The Chief Justice nervously turned the 
leaves of the docket to the case indicated, 
when the Justice read the decision of the 
Court in the Anarchist case. As he com­ 
menced reading he regained his composure. 
His voice was clear and distinct uutil the 
order of fixing the death penalty and date 
of the execution was reached, when his 
reading became 
labored and his voice 
husky, and his m anner showed that it was 
with great emotion he performed the duty 
he had been given to perform. Having 
voiced the decision of the Court in the most 
celebrated case it has been called upon to 
decide, the Justice who made the announce­ 
ment at once left the bench and retired to 
his room. 
The oral 
announcement, “ Judgm ent 
affirmed," was made by the Chief Justice. 
THE EFFECT ON THE ANARCHISTS. 
C h icag o , September 14th.—Mr. Purcell, 
of the State's Attorney’s office, rati to the 
jail with the news. Following on his heels 
was a messenger conveying a dispatch for 
August Spies that had been sent from Ot­ 
tawa by an agent of the Anarchists. The 
turnkey took the dispatch to cell Ü and 
shoved it through the bars. He lingered a 
moment to watch the effect it would have. 
The Anarchist editor took the message, 
danced frowningly at the turnkey, and 
then withdrew to the darker end "of the 
cell. In two minutes or so be called eently 
to the old man who sits outside his door us 
death-watch, and asked him to hand the 
yellow telegram-sheet to Parsons. 
From 
him it went to ail the others, and at last 
reached Neebe, who is only under sentence 
of imprisonment. 
It conld be seen that each of the con­ 
demned turn mude ostentatious efforts at 
coolness and bravado. They took seats at 
their cell-doors and read newspapers and 
books, smoked cigars, etc. 
Lingg, the 
bomb-makei, whistled. Their wives and 
friends had been with them for an hour 
during the morning, but about thirty m in­ 
utes before the news came they were ex­ 
cluded and the prisoners locked up. each by 
biiuself. 
Sheriff Watson had remained 
away from the jaii. By his orders, during 
the night the guard had been doubled. 
A FURTHER APPEAL. 
Chicago, 
Septem ber 
14th. — Captain 
Black, counsel /o r the A narchists, was 
interviewed today in regard to the course 
to be pursued. 
“ The only rem aining course for us to 
pursue,” he said, “ is to take the case to 
the United States Supreme 
Court, 
f 
shall go immediately belore the Supreme 
Court at Ottawa and ask for reasonable 
time to secure a certified record for pre­ 
sentation to the Supreme Court at W ash­ 
ington. Such proceedings are rare, but I 
have no doubt ot the Court's decision on 
that point.” 
Captain Black then rose and paced the 
lloor with long strides, refusing to talk 
further.

| SPECIAL DISPATCH TO THE ¿ECORD-ONIOS. 


Philadelphia, September 11th.—This famous 
old city of brotherly love is well worthy her 
title of •' The Mecca of Am erica.” Here was 
w here Penn m ade the first peace with the In­ 
dians and founded the first successful colony in 
flie New W orld; here lived and ruled the 
greatest m en of the last cen tu ry ; here was made 
the Declaration oi independence : here Liberty 
was born aud cradled through a long and bitter 
w a r; here was fram ed and signed the Constitu­ 
tion whicli founded a nation second to none in 
the world to-day. Through all the long years 
w hich followed that momentous epoch in the 
w orld's history, Philadelphia lias ever been 
foremost in patriotic m ovements. The very at­ 
m osphere seems pervaded with the spirit of the 
Revolution, and even tiie buildings and general 
aspect ot the city retain m arked features of a 
century ago. Tiie Centennial celebration of 
1876 did m uch toward eradicating all this and 
giving an im petus to tiie latent energy and en­ 
terprise of her peaceful aud quiet-loving citi­ 
zens. Still, the old city is. iu m any respects, 
very like her former scir. To the stranger the 
place seems like a big village, notwithstanding 
the m agnificent buildings m id solid appear­ 
ance. He treads the streets in an em barrassed 
sort of way, conscious iu his heart that every 
person he meets recognizes him as a stranger. 
This feeling, however, gradually gives way to 
an adm iration for the public spirit aud intense 
patriotism of the citizens. The latest dem on­ 
stration oi this sentim ent, and which promises 
to be the grandest of the age, is the coming cel- 
ebiation of the ccntennarv of the fram ing and 
prom u gallon of the Constitution ol' the United 
States. 
THE PRESENT CELEBRATION 
Will be confined to only three days, the 15th, 
16th mid 17th of September, but iuto those three 
days will be crowded grander nageants, finer 
displays aud more enthusiasm than this country 
ha* ever seen. It is the third tim e that Phila'- 
delphla has invited the people of the United 
States to her gates to witness her tributes to 
Am erican institutions, aud no m an who values 
the blessings of liberty, or has enjoyed its pro­ 
tection and benefits, should fail to go. It is a 
national celebration : it is the people's jubilee ; 
it relates to the structure of this Government 
and its solemn dedication to the service of the 
people, and should be honored as only Am eri­ 
cans know how. The first idea of such a cele­ 
bration occurred to the Legislature of New 
Jersey on the 2d of June, 1887, when a resolution 
was adopted suggesting that the Governors of 
the original thirteen States act iu concert and 
provide ways and m eans for the proper observ­ 
ance of tiie one hundredth anniversary of the 
Constitution. The details of the whole affair 
are ennrmou* and necessitate nn immense 
am ount of labor. 
THE INDUSTRIAL PARADE 
On the 15tli, which has been placed under the 
direction or Colonel A. Loudon Snowden, of 
Philadelphia, is designed to illustrate as far as 
possible, by contrast, the marvelous m ateria!, 
intellectual aud industrial advance which has 
been m ade under the benign influence of the 
Constitution during the pa>t hundred years. 
The intention is to m ake the display so imp: s­ 
ing that it will leave au indelible impression 
U|>on the m inds of the people, particularly upon 
the youth of the land, of the param ount im port­ 
ance ol guarditfg the Constitution as the bul­ 
wark of liberty, happiness and prosperity. The 
parade held in Philadelphia Julv i, 17S8, in 
ratification of the Constitution, will lie repro­ 
duced in every particular. The details ot ihis 
event of a century ago are taken from the ac- 
couut of ii published in the Park?! and Advertiser 
on the 5th of July, 1788. According to this ac­ 
count the order o! that old-time procession was 
as iollow s: 
ONE HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 
On July i, 1788, the citizens of Philadelphia 
celebrated both the D eclaration of Indepen­ 
dence and thei Stabliihm eutofthe Constitution, 
proposed by the late- general Convention and 
ratified by ten of those States. The cell brut ion 
began by a salute to tire rising sun, by a full 
peal from Christ Church steeple, and a dis­ 
charge of cannon from the ship Rising Sun, 
anchored oil' Market street. At the same time 
ten vessels, nam ed iu honor of the ten adopting 
States, anil superhly decorated, could be seen 
arranged the whole length of the harbor, iu the 
following o rd er: New Huinpsliire, op|>osite the 
Northern Liberties: Massachusetts, opposite to 
Vine street: Connecticut, to Race street; New 
Jersey, to Arch street; Pennsylvania, to Market 
street; Delaware, to Chestnut street; Maryland, 
to W alnut street: Virginia, to Spruce street; 
•South Carolina, to Pine street, and Georgiu, to 
South street. 
The several divisions which were to compose 
the grand procession began to assemble at 8 
o'clock in the m orning at and near the intersec­ 
tion of Third and South streets. At this point 
the line of m arch commenced, and continued 
along T hird street to Callowhill, thence up 
Gullowliill to Fourth, thence along Fourth to 
Market, and thence to Union Green, in front of 
Bush Hill, W illiam Hamilton, Esq., having 
kindly offered tiie spacious lawu before his 
house of Bush Hill for the purjioses of the day. 
Francis Hopkiuson, who him self participated 
in this procession, wrote that it was " an exhi­ 
bition which for novelty, splendor and decorum 
justly m erited universal adm iration and ap­ 
plause. 
If, besides the magnificence of the 
thing itself, we take into consideration the im ­ 
porta i t occasion tliat induced it, it must te 
acknow ledged to have been an object most in­ 
teresting and truly sublim e.”

“ I do not think this is exactly the 
proper time or place to be discussing and 
speculating upon appointments to office. 
But in view ot the fact that some of the 
papers have taken it upon themselves to 
indulge in speculation on the subject, I 
would like to put an end to all further 
rum or by having it understood now that I 
do not propose to make any appointments 
for the next thirty or forty days, except to 
till the vacancy in thebench of theSnperior 
Court ol San Diego county. That is a mat­ 
ter of necessity and must, of course, have 
early attention. Outside of that there is 
very little in the way of appointment for 
me to do, and that little can wait. Of 
course, the majority of Governor Bartlett's 
appointments were for specific terms, and 
his appointees will naturally serve until 
their terms expire. I will say this, how­ 
ever : I intend to run the office of Gov­ 
ernor as I would .m y private business. 
There are two things I will never tolerate— 
dishonesty and drunkenness. If I find an 
officer dishonest or giving way to habits 
that ate likely to disgrace the State, I shall 
remove him. I have kept a store in my 
time, and when 1 caught a clerk stealing, 
or had good reason to suspect that he was 
dishonest. I discharged him, and I think 
the State should be run just the same 
way.”—S. F. Alta, Sv]d.

T hird—Owing to the sim plicity of the m a­ 
chinery and apparatus used to operate a road 
by electricity, accidents are not likely to hap­ 
pen and the probability of the m achinery be­ 
coming out of iepair is very small. 
Fourth—A horse car load w ill not m eet the 
dem ands of a rapidly growing city, but an 
electric road, whtlc run at a com paratively 
cheap cost, will afford even- possible oppor­ 
tunity for public travel. 
Fifth—The electric system of operating street 
railroads is now highly perfected. The means 
of applying electricity as a m otive power, is 
now engaging and will continue to engage the 
best scientific and inventive thought of the age. 
Im provem ents undoubtedly will he m ade in 
this process from tim e to time, and the city ol 
Sacramento will be in a position to derive w hat­ 
ever advantage there may be in successive im ­ 
provement* and discoveries In the mode of ap­ 
plying electricity as a motive power. 
Sixth—An electric road is not attended bv 
noise in its operations, is always uuder control 
and is perfectly safe. 
Seventh—Should any accidents occur in the 
electric apparatus, the same can be speedily re­ 
paired without serious interrupt ion to travel. 
Eighth A road operated by the eleetric pro­ 
cess can easily be extended into the suburbs of 
the city at a trifiiug cost and if the citv *honld 
be extended, the extension can easily be con­ 
nected with the citv of Sacram ento by an ex ­ 
tension of an electric railway. 
N inth—An electric railw ay can be run day 
and night and cairhe used, If extended iuto the 
country, lor the transportation of fruit, vegeta­ 
bles, etc., from adjoining farm s to the citv, d u r­ 
ing the night tim e, without disturbing the" peace 
aud quiet of the city. 
The above reasons are herebv declared to be 
special reasons and to ire satisfactory, good and 
sufficient for the grant of authority and perm is­ 
sion to propel ears by electricity or by electric 
process and appliances In such mode aud m an­ 
ner as m ay he selected by the grantees, their 
heirs and assigns. 
Section 4. This grant of authority is made 
upon the following conditions : 
First—The cars must he ol the most approved 
construction for couitort and convenience of 
passengers, and provided w ith brakes to stop 
the same w hen required.
